Tbe friends of tbe Perkins bill are not 
at all reassured by tbe adoption Tues¬ 
day morning by tbe House of a concur¬ 
rent resolution to adjourn the Legisla¬ 
ture sine die on March 29.

i Tbe Soovlll bills,' whlsh were Intro¬ 
duced on February 18, It is said are 
favored by the railroads. The first of 
tbe Bcovlll bills provides for tbe taxa¬ 
tion of real estate and personal property 
of railroads, except rolling stock, by 
looal assessors to be paid to taxing dis¬ 
tricts In accordance with provisions of 
act of April 8, 1803, while the other pro¬ 
vides for tbs assessment of rolling stook 
and floating marine equipment of rail¬ 
roads knd oanal companies by the State 
Board of Assessors and tbe payment of 
each upon such property at tbe average 
rate of taxation. 

The rate is to be computed by taking 
the reports of looal assessors to the 
State Board of Assessors and dividing 
tbe aggregate taxes by tbe aggregate 
values of tbe general property In the 
State.

She waa a woman of superior natural 
endowments, both of mind and of per¬ 
son ; of fine eduoatlon and great accom¬ 
plishments ; nbe early laid all that she 
had and waa at the foot of the oroes. 
From youth for her to live waa Christ. 
Mrs. Clara 8. Hepburn was boro In Gull- 
ford, Conn., lo 1818, and was of Harvey 
Lerte. 8be was married to James 0. 
Hepburn, M. D.. In 1840, and they sailed 
as missionaries to India In lt)41. They 
were transferred to China. They re¬ 
turned to the United Sutee after some 
years on account of ill health and Dr. 
Hepburn built up a lucrative practloe In 
'medicine In tbe city of New York. 

At the special request of the Board of 
Foreign Missions they went to Japan In 
1869 as the first mteelonarles of the 
board to that field. They returned lo 
1903. Few mleslonartee have ever lived 
to ece such vast results from their 
labors. Japan has been transformed 
Into another nation. They bad perhaps 
more agenoy In tble transformation 
than any other two human beings. Dr. 
Hepburn produced tbe Eogllsb-Japanese 
Lexicon, and with others translated the 
Bible Into tbe vernacular. On his 
ninetieth birthday, a year ag'*, tbe Em¬ 
peror of Japan sent to blm at East 
Orange a gold medal with tbe order of 
the Blslog Son. Probably no more Il¬ 
lustrious missionary now Uvea. Mrs. 
Hepburn was not less distinguished. 
As the wreath-oovered oaaket was before 
us in front of the pulpit there was 
solemnity In the thought that perhaps 
no more Illustrious lady remained In the 
world. Her gracious hospitality lo 
Japan to tbs members of the United 
States navy oaused bur to be oalled “tbe 
mother of tbe United States navy." 

She was tbe first to teach tbe Bible In 
Japan. She was tbe first accomplished 
Christian lady to stow to that pagan 
nation tbe model of a Christian borne, 
and her influence upon the homes of 
millions there to the end of tbe world

Thera Is no doubt about tbe passage 
of tbe Perkins equal tai bill lo tbe Sen¬ 
ate, and wltb its passage there tbe mala 
fight for equal taxation will have bees 
woo. There remains to be settled, how¬ 
ever, tbe distribution of tbe $2,000,000 
of Increased taxes which will be paid 
Into the treasury of tbe Btate by tbe 
railroads. Two plans arc now before 
the Legislature. One la contained In a 
hill Introduced by Mr. Airrowsmlth of 
Hudson county, and the other In a bill 
offered by Mr. Pernios of Colon county. 
The Arrowemith bill provides that $1,000,- 
000 shall snnaslly be retained by the 
State for State purposes, and the balance 
be paid by tbe comptroller 1*> tbe various 
taxing dlatrlote, In propoirtlon to tba 
value of railroad main stem and canal 
waterway located therein. Tbe Perkins 
plan provides that after a sum equal to 
one-half of one per cent, of tbe assessed 
value of the main stem railroad prop¬ 
erty shall have been deducted and re- | 
tained for State purposes, the remainder 
shall be devoted to tbe maintenance and I 
support of tbe public schools, and shall 
be apportioned annually among the 
twenty-one counties In proportion to the 
amount of taxable property In each 
county as shown by tbe last ab¬ 
stract of ratablee, and be distrib¬ 
uted among the several school dis¬ 
tricts In the same manner ae other I 
school moneys are apportioned and dis¬ 
tributed .—Orange Journal .

Tbe Duffleid. bill resulted In the ex¬ 
posure of a wide difference In standards 
cf value for taxing purposes between 
the Btate Board of Assessors end muni¬ 
cipal assessors. The Hlllery bill was 
brought forward as a compromise meas¬ 
ure to level up^ railroad property and 
private property to n uniform standard. 

Private property will be bit hardest In 
tbe levelling process, and the application 
of the Hlllery act is likely to lead to 
UttgatlCn. 

Tbs Duffleid bill, tbe Hlllery bill and 
the Perkin* bill represent n variety of 
Juggling with the problem, of taxation, 
nut as long as a system of exemptions 
is countenanced by law the tax problem 
will never be satisfactorily solved. An¬ 
ticipated Increased raveuUe from the 
operation of the Perkins bill la not a 
safe thing to count on (n making up tax
